Birmingham, Ala.. Sept 20—Nearly 


80 persons were killed and as many 
more injured Friday night in a terri- 
ble stampede in the Shiloh Negro 
Baptist church.

red about 9 o'clock, just as Booker T. 
Washington had concluded his ad- 
dress to the national convention ot 
Nesro Baptists, and for hours the 
scones around the church fairly beg- 
gared

Some one in the choir cried, "They're 
fighting!"

"quirt" several times, aud motioned 
to his hearers to be seated. Again the

Men 
and women crawled over benches, 
fought their way into the aisles, and 
those who had fallen were trampled

The department came quickly 
a.su the arrival of the wagons served 
to scatter the crowd which had gath- 
ered around the front of the church. 
A squad of police also hastened to the 
church, and. with the firemen, finally 
succeeded in releasing the negroes 
from their pinioned positions m the 
entrance. 
The dead bodies were 


quickly removed, and the crowd in- 
side, finding an outlet, came pouring 
out. Scores of them lost their footing 
and rolled down the long steps to the 
pavement, sustaining
